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THE GROWTH OF THE UNITED STATES 
FROM 1780 TO 1860, 
Ow presenting our subscribers with a Map of the United States 
we think it not inopportune to give a slight sketch of the 
wonderful development of the United States in population and 
power during the interval which elapsed between 1780 and 1860, 
In that period the thirteen settlements of the Atlantic seaboard, 
sparsely peopled by three millions of human beings, have 
expanded into thirty-four sovereign States and eight organised 
Territories, covering the whole surface of the continent from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and from the southern boundary of 
British America to the northern boundary of Mexico, The 
present year has seen that immense Confederation rent asunder 
by the people of the Slaveholding States, and at this moment 
the Federal Government, representing the ideas and interests of 
the Northern States, are waging a war to “ reconstruct " the pre- 
existing Union. Whether the Washington Government will 
succeed in reuniting the two sections of the great Republic 
under one Government depends on the fortunes of the civil war 
now being prosecuted by it against the “insurrectionists,” But, 





whether the seceding States eventually gain a recognition of 
their independence or not, the colossal development of the Con- 
federation of the United States in the fourscore years which 
have elapsed since 1780 must long arrest the attention and 
challenge the admiration of mankind, 

The original thirteen colonies which threw off their allegiance 
to Great Britain, and formed the primary articles of Confedera- 
tion, and afterwards the existing constitution of the United 
States, were New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia, To 
these were added, in 1791, Vermont, separated from New York ; 
in 1792, Kentucky, from Virginia; in 1796, Tennessee, from 
North Carolina ; in 1802, Ohio, from the North-West Territory ; 
in 1812, Louisiana, from the Territory of that name, pur- 
chased from France; in 1816, Indiana, from the North- 
West Territory; in 1817, Mississippi, from the Georgia 
Cession ; in 1818, Ilinois, from the North-West Territory ; 
in 1819, Alabama, from the Georgia Cession; in 1820, 
Maine, separated from Massachusetts; in 1821, Missouri, set 
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off from the Louisiana purchase, and concerning whose admission 
asa Slave State the first great sectional struggle between the 
Slaveholding and Non-Slaveholding States took place; in 1836, 
Arkansas ; in.1887, Michigan ;- in 1845, Florida (from territory 
purchased from Spain); in the same year Texas, formerly a 
province of Mexico, and concerning whose admission into the 
Union as a Slave State the second! conflict between the Pro- 
Slavery and Anti-Slavery parties took place ; in'1846, Iowa; in 
1848, Wisconsin ; in 1850, California (conquered from Mexico), 
and whose admission into the Union as a Free-Labour State was 
strongly opposed by the extreme South ; in 1858, Minnesota ; in 
1859, Oregon,. Oregon constituted the thirty-third State of the 
Union, and was, strictly speaking, the last State admitted into 
the Union before the commencement of the present revolution. 
Since the secession of several States, and the withdrawal of their 
senators and representatives from Congress, the Act admitting 
Kansas as the twentieth Free-Labour State of the Union has 
become law. It was for ascendancy in this late territory of 
Kansas that the same two. sections of the country fought so 
bitterly for five years (1854-9), The victory remained with the

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Free-soilers, Kansas adopted an Anti-Slavery Constitution, but 
the Pro-Slavery party were able to postpone her admission 
into the Union until after the withdrawal of a large portion of 
their representatives from Congress, 

A few words as to the Territories, Utah is the home of the 
Mormon community. New Mexico is an elevated, and for 
the most part sterile, region ceded to the United States 
by Mexico at the close of the Mexican War. Indian 
Territory is the reserve, where the Choctaws, Cherokees, 
Creeks, Chickasaws, and other domesticated tribes of Indians 
are settled, Of Nebraska, Washington, and Dakotah Territories 
there is nothing special to remark, Colorado and Nevada were 
organised only so recently as a few months ago, The latter is 
rendered famous by being the seat of the Washoe silver-mines, 
and contains the beautiful Carson Valley, which lies at the foot 
of the Sierra Nevada, The district of Columbia, surrounded by 
Virginia and Maryland, contains the city of Washington, and is 
governed directly by Congress. 

Population has multiplied even faster than States and 
Territories, The population of the United States in 1780 was 
commonly estimated at 3,000,000, of whom half a million were 
slaves, The first Census of the United States was taken in 1790, 
and it has since been renewed at each successive decennial 
period. We present the main results of the population returns 
of the successive Censuses in schedules :—

The predominant interest of the United States, both North 
and South, is agriculture and the raising of live stock, In the 
North the grains and fruits of the north temperate latitudes 
prevail. In the South cotton, tobacco, rice, and sugar, are the 
great staples: but little wheat is grown south of Tennessee and 
Missouri. The mineral wealth of the United States is enormous, 
but little developed in comparison with its résources, The chief 
mining States are Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, Michigan, 
Missouri, and California, The principal manufacturing States 
are Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey, and Pennsylvania, New York city and State rank 


Maryland, Virginia, Kentucky, and North Carolina,

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From time to time constitutional government is severely tested 
even in this its happiest home, At this moment our Parliamentary 
institutions present an appearance which has been familiarly 
Geseribed as a dead-lock, In the House of Commons parties 
Gre so evenly balanced that the managers of each section are 
distracted by the minuteness of their calculations, and political 
power is practically at the mercy of some dozen or so of gentle- 
men who are open to influences—generous or interested, as the 
case may be. Then there has arisen that contest between the 
Lords and the Commons on a question of privilege, which is 
made the stalking-horse of party; but, on the part of the 
Opposition, not so much with hostile views against the Ministry 
as a body, and still less against the Premier personally, but 
sgainst one member of the Cabinet, whose fortune it has been 
to have, on more than one occasion, triumphed as a Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, or as an immediate opponent to a Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, over the ambitious politician to whom a com- 





bination of circumstances has committed the lead of those 
gentlemen who declare their mission to be the saving of the 
country from the perils of democracy. It is personal rivalry 
which is at the bottom of the protracted opposition to a single 
item of the Budget, The country ought to understand that it is 
simply acase of Disraeli versus Gladstone which has dragged 
its slow length along for the last six weeks. One by one all the 
arguments against the financial plan have been given up; and 
scarcely a pretext of protesting even against the repeal of the 
paper duty remained on the last night when the question was 
under discussion, The debate ended in a jovial song of triumph 
from the Premier, and care seemed driven from the countenance 
of the Minister of Finance. But in the very hour of apparent 
success there occurred an event which, on the face of it, could 
have little to do with any political or financial question, but 
which, in a short time, involved a Ministerial crisis—a change 
of Ministry or a dissolution of Parliament. In the discharge of 
a very obvious duty, the Government thought it necessary 
to give notice of the annulling of the contract which had 
been entered into for the conveyance of the mails to America 
from Galway. A little management, or a little foresight, might 
have postponed the promulgation of that intention for a week or 
two, had it been supposed that the fate of the Ministry would 


“| have turned on such a point, As it was, that which is called 


Irish patriotism found itself under the necessity of refusing its 
support to a Government which had upset a contract entered 
into by statesmen who, in the event of the retirement of Lord 
Palmerston, would again be in office, and who, of course, would 
adhere to their own arrangement, The effect is that in the 
narrow state of the Liberal majority in the House of Commons 
the defection of a few quasi-disinterested members would leave 
the Government stranded, and such would have been the result 
if the division had taken place on Monday night, 

It is said that the Opposition do not desire office just now. 
In so many words, Lord Palmerston has been offered any tenure 
of power which he may desire, on condition that he throws over 
a member of his Government who is obnoxious to the Conser- 
vative party. It is believed that the Premier, with charac- 
teristic loyalty to his friends, would be unwilling to take that 
course ; but he has an additional ground for standing by his 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, inasmuch as it is supposed that 
the resignations of Lord John Russell and Mr, Milner Gibson 
would be coincident with that of Mr. Gladstone, No doubt 
Lord Palmerston has had sufficient experience of a makeshift 
Cabinet to desire by every possible means to avoid such a 
necessity. The issue, therefore, is dependent on a state of 
things which, considered from any point of view, is discreditable 
to parties and public men in this country, and damaging to that 
constitutional system which we are holding up to the imitation 
of the world just now with more confidence than evér, It comes 
simply to this—either a Government will be defeated by the 
secession or the retrograde action of a few members of Parlia- 
ment who have hitherto given their support to the measure in 
dispute; or the Ministry will truckle to this venal band, and, 
by some compromise of a question involving the improper 
expenditure of public money, catch those few votes which will 
be necessary to secure a majority in the division which must 
decide their fate. Is this a spectacle which the country can 
behold with satisfaction, or which ought to be presented to the 
nations which England boasts that it is her mission to teach 
how to live? Nevertheless, such was the position of things when 
the House of Commons met on Thursday evening. Perhaps 
nothing contributed so much to the success of the Government 
on the division as the indignant repudiation of the imputations 
cast on them which was made on their behalf by Lord John 
Russell.
